3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 
line 19 of the specification contains a grammatical error. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
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sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. A rejection 
based invention follows, as best understood. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the driving elements" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "said primary brake means and said primary casings 
means" in lines 1 and 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "said secondary brake means and secondary 
casing" in lines 1 and 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

In claim 4 it is unclear which members are being claimed. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the offset fulcrum" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "said secondary brake system and said rear wheel 
brake" in lines 1 and 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

In claim 7 it is unclear what is being claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sato (US 
4,773,509). 

Sato discloses a device comprising two rigid members (37,38) pivotally jointed 
(39) that couples driving element cables (7,8) and casings (9,10) controlling two 
independently actuated brake systems at an intermediate point between a control lever 
(L1 , L2) and a brake caliper (Br, Bf). 

Re claims 2-7, force is applied to a first and second cable to close a gap between 
the ends of the first and second cables (see Fig 2), tension is induced regardless of 
which lever is used (col. 1 lines 35-38), more tension is applied to one wheel than the 
other (col. 4 lines 30-37), and reduces the risk of accidents (col. 4 lines 19-37).
